3* Coke plants in the Ostrava -Karri ma regions 

a. Frantiskas One of the most modern in Europe, it receives coal from the 
General Svoboda, Zarubek, Stachanov and Frantiska mines. It handles 
^,000 tons a day. The plant is equipped vith batteries of ovens of 
the Otto, Bochum* Koppers, Essen; and Still, Recklinghausen types. 

It also contains equipment to wash out sulphur and to produce sulphuric 
acid according to the Lurgi contact process. There is also a flotation 
coal washing plant, 

b. Karolinas Four Koppers batteries handle 2,100 tons of coal per day 
from the Stalin I and ELubina mines* 

c. Yltkovlees 1,800 tons of coal are coked 3 >er day by three toppers 
batteries and an Otto battery. The coke plant belongs to the Yitkovice 
iron works . 

d. Svermas Two modem Koppers and one Otto batteries handle 1,8Q0 tons 
per day which come from the Sverma mine, 

e. Trojices 800 tons of coal are handled a day by the one Otto and two 
old Koppers batteries. Coal comes from the Trojice mine. 

f. Orlovas Modern plant with three Otto batteries handles 1,200 tons of 
coal per day from the Zapotocky mine. 

g. Johanns chachtg Three modern Otto batteries coke 1,200 tons of coal 
per day from the Pres, Benes mine. 

h. Trinees A modem plant. The four Koppers batteries use 1,300 tons 
of coal per day from the I Ma j and Pokrok mines . The finished coke 
product is delivered to the Trinec iron works.
